The federal gov- 
ernment is not equipned with the in- 
strurnenalties to make enforcement 
locally effective. 
It does r.ot main- 
tain either a police or a judicial 
establishment adequate "to or design- 
ed for such a task. If the burden, of 
enforcement shall continue to b in- 
creasingly thrown upon the federal 
government, .t will be necessary, at 
large expense, to create a federal po- 
lice authority vihich in time will inj 
entably come to be regarded as an 
intrusion upon and interference with 
the right of local authority to man- 
age local concerns. The possibilities 
of disaster in such a situation hardly 
need to be suggested. Yet it is some- 
thing that we" must recognize _ as 
among the menaces m this situation. 
"The federal government ought to 


perform, in connection with the en- 
forcement of this policy, those func- 
tions which are obviously within its 
proper province. 
These are compli- 
ance in all its aspects as it relates to 
international commerce, the importa- 
tion and exportation of Iqiuors. the 
collection of federal revenue, the pre- 
vention of smuggling, and in general 
the enforcement of the law within 
the proper realm of federal author- 
ity. 
But the business of local en- 


forcement, by states and cities, ought 
to be in the hands of the state and 
local authorities, and it should be 
executed in all sincerity and good 
faith, as other laws are presumed to 
be executed. 
""What I am saying must not be 


construed as indicating any relaxa- 
tion of the 
national government's 


purpose to do its full duty in this 
matter. I have no doubt that if the 
burden is cast, in undue proportion, 
upon the national authority the fed- 
eral government -will, not only under 
this administration but under -what- 
ever others fntsy come in the future, 
assume and discharge the full obliga- 
tion. But I am pointing out that this 
ought not to b" made necessary. The 
national policy ought to be supported 
bv the. public opinion and the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the whole 
country. For myself. 1 am confident 
that we are passing now through tbe 
most difficult stage of this matter.

' While laborers were engaged in re- 
constructing a road near Crell in the 
vicinity! of/.Chantllly one evening the 
mechanical "eteam shovel which they 
wete operating suddenly encountered 
a'solid obstacle which proved to be 
the wall of a subterranean apartnient 
filled" with skeletons. Investigation 
showed the *lace to be a kind of cel- 
lar some thirty-five feet long with a 
vaulted roof about seven feet from 
the floor. The walls .were covered for 
the most -part with a thick coating of 
saltpetre, and' there were other indi- 
cations that the vault had not been 
opened to light or air for some hun- 
dreds of years.

Fully 13 per cent, of the energy 
and strength-of the ^American office 
workers, says Dr. I.- Ryan, head of 
the research laboratories of the local 
plant of the Johns-Manville Company, 
is wasted In an unconscious nervous 
resistance to unnecessary noise. 
Sounding Boards. 
The noise'he blames on the inher- 
ent acoustical weakness of the mod- 
ern" office building, In-which the de- 
sire for cleanliness,.eiirplicity, struct- 
ural •: strength, and ' safety from flre. 
has-resulted in the creation of office 
rooms -which are often ideal sounding 
boards. 
The hart, flat surfaces of

States today smashed the British gov. 
ernment seals placed on the liquor 
stores of- the steamships Baltic and 
Berengaria and confiscated all of the 
wet goofis except that classed as med- 
icinal. 
The seizure, made after two 


daye* reflection and two false starts. 
marked a test of the Treasury Depart- 
ment ruling: that no ocean liner may 
cross America's three mile line with 
bar supplies. 
Captains of both ves- 
sels entered formal protests at the 
breaking of their government's seal, 
but put no obstacles In the path of 
confiscating officials. 
The work of 
removing the liquor from the Baltic 
was completed by night fall and offi- 
cials said that surplus liquor would 
be removed from the 
Berengaria 
Monday morning. 
The seized liquor 
was trucked to government 
ware- 
houses. 
Uncle Sam was slow In de- 
livering his punch. 
Twice he rais- 


ed ijis fist against those who had de- 
fied his prohibition Jaws and twice he 
lowered it while his executives hek: 
parley. 
Conflicting orders rained on 
the waterfront before the seizure was 
made and "meanwhile" the French Lin- 
er Paris steamed into the harbor with 
a maritime cellar well stocked for 
the homeward voyage 
Indications 
were that even more trouble wou'd 
accumulate next week, when more 
liners 
will arrive carrying liquor 
across the three mile limit.

RALEIGH, N. C., June 23. —The 


Tobacco Growers Co-operative • Asso- 
ciation took another step today in 
protecting its tobaoco of yie 1923 
crop in eastern North Carolina, -^hen 
it obtained a temporary injunction 
and an order restraining R. M. Elks, 
from delivering all or any part of 
his tobacco of the 1923 crop outside 
of the Co-operating Associatoin. 
The restraining order obtained to- 
day by the Tobacco 
Co-operatative 
was signed by Judge E. H. Crammer, 
holding Superior Court for the 7th 
judicial district of North Carolina, 
and directs B. M. Elks to appear be- 
fore (him at Raleigh to show cause 
•why he should not be prevented -torn 
delivering his 1023 tobacco 
to oth- 
ers than ithe association, of which 
he is,a member. 
Today's restraining 
order 
follows 
in the week against Fred A. Elks, of 
Pitt County, brother of R. M. Elks, 
ivho is-said to be the largest totacco 
planter in his section of eastern North 
"Carolina, and has been sued by the 
association for $6,000 plus attorney's 
fees of 1600 for alleged deliveries of 
120,000 pounds of the 1923 crop out- 
side of the association. 
R. M. Elks 
has been named in a suit for 5750 
including Attoi^ioy's fees for alleged 
delivery of 10,000 pounds of tobacco 
to others than the Marketing Associ- 
ation. 


Aaron Saplro, attorney, for thirty

New and drastic regulations cover- motor vehicle licensed under the au- 


the lighting of automobiles adopt- 


ed In JL bill passed by the last Vir- 
ginia legislature will becomes effective 
at 
mldr.lKht next Wednesday. 
As j 
the law vitally affects the owner o f ' 
every automobile the provisions of 
the act are Riven 4ipreunder: 


Every motor vehicle, and tractor, 


when in use on a public highway at 
any time when theio is not sufficient 
daylight to render clearly discernible 
a person, vehicle or oth^r substantial 
object on the hlghwav'ut a distance of 


00 feet ahead, shall have mounted 
on the right and left sides of the front 
thereof a pair ot lamps of approxi- 
mately equal candle power, and eveiy 
motorcycle shall have mounted on 
the front thereof one lamp 
If sjid 


vehicles are so mechanically con- 
structed, governed or controlled that 
they cannot exceed a speed of lifteen 
rnileq per hour they shall have iront 
lamps capable of furnishing 'ight of 
sufficient candle power to render any 
substantial object clearly discerniblp 
on a level highway at least fifty feet 
directly ahead and at the sarii time 
at least seven feet to the right of the 
axis of such vehicle for a distance of 
at least twenty-fixe feet. 
If said vehicles can exceed a speed 


of fifteen miles per hour, then they 
shall have front lamps t,apablo of fu>-- 
mshmg light of sufficient candle pcn\- 
er to render any substantial object 
clear'y discernible on a level highway 
at least 200 feet directly ahead and at 
the sarne time at least seven feet to 
the right of the axis of such vehicle 
for. a distance of at least 100 feet- 
provided that no front lamp capable 
of furnishing more than four candle- 
power light shall be used if equipped 
vvith a reflector, unless so designed, 
equipped or mounted that no portion 
of the beam of light when projected 
seventy-five feet or more ahead of the 
lamps shall i ise above a plane forty- 
two inches h'gher than the parallel 
with the level surface on whicr. the 
vehicle stands; and provided, further, 
that no electric bulb or other light- 
ing device of a greater capacity than 
thirty-two candle-power,shall be used

mattei how the same may be 
shaded, covered or obscured. 


Xo motor vehicle of anv kind shall 
at any time, whether In use or not in

be equ pped with any lamp or 
acetylene or other sin-ilar burner 
with out any glass or with a plain 
glass front behind \\hicfa there is an 
electric bulb or other lighting device 
of a greater capacity than four can- 
dle-power unless such bulb

tylone or other similar burner itself 
be so des gned. constructed an.l used 
as to prevent glare 


Every commercial motor vehicle so 


constructed or loaded that the ope- 
ialor is prevented from having a free 
and unobstructed view ot the high- 
way immediately to the rear and at 
the sides of the same, shall be equip- 
ped with a mirror or icflector artuch- 
ed to and so located and adjusted on 
such \ehicle as to gue the opprator 
thereof a clear reflected view of the 
highway to the reai of such i."jhicle 
It shall be the duty of the owrer of 
such motor vehicle to equip the sar *e 
with a mirror or refrector as afore- 
sa'd 
and see that the same is main- 


tained on such -vehicle, and of the 
operator thereof at all times to tee 
that such m rror or reflector is kept 
.n proper adjustment as aforesaid 


In order that this section may be 
operative without hardship to the 
owners and operators of motor vehi- 
cles the secretary of the common- 
wealth is hereby especially authori- 
zed to pass upon an> lighting device 
and the equipront of any car, anc 
shall for this purpose examine all 
light ng devices submitted to him. 
and if. in his judgment, such lighting 
' devices, when properly applied to a 


ihorlty of this chapter, shall con- 
form to the provisions of this section, 
ho shall issue a certificate to the 
manufacturer, owner or user of such 
device, as the case may be. that the 
same is in compliance with this sec- 
tion. 


It shall be unlawful for anv one to 


.me, sell or have in his possession any 
headlight or other lighting device de- 
signed for use on motor vehicles on 
the publ.c highways of this state con- 
trary to this section 


Any person who shall turn f.11 or 


any of motor vehicle lights off for the 
purpopc of avoiding arrost or identi- 
fication shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
subject to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars ($100). or imprlsonr ir-nt for 
a pet loci not to exceed n,nety day.«, or 
both fine and imprisonment.

Scientific Data 


Secured On Etna 


CATANIA June 
23.— 
The first 


scientific data concern.ng the .Etna 
'eruption was obtainable today. Sig. 
Alfro Barbagallo. in charge of the 
observatory on Mount Etna which 
was partially destroyed, was virtual- 
lv in the midst of new craters during 
the last four days of his stay, observ- 
ing and r: making notes. It was thought 
that he had been killed during the 
eruption, but he 
appeared at the 


•main observatory at 
Catania this 


morning with the exact information 
as to what had happened. 


He said the old crater became ex- 


ceedingly active and that a new chasm 
. forty "feet wide 
appeared 
out of 


which fire came in the shortest in- 
terval. 
The fire was accompanied 


bv appalling explosions and earth- 
quake shocks. 
Sig. Barbagallo said 


ne then descended the north side of 
the 
mountain 1.000 meters "o the 


level 
of the new 
crater. 
He 
ap- 


proached and saw a new and Im- 
mense crevice at a place where it 
seemed as if the r«ountain had been 
spilt in two. 
The fissure was 400 


meters long and 100 wide.. In the 
middle of it he counted fifteen new 
volcanoes emitting lava. 


Then he went further down to a 


sort of platform -between ilouru Xero 
and Mount Pizzi'lo where there are 
two parts of the Mount Etna system. 


Here the earth opened a chasm 500 


meters in length, ISO feet ivide and 
fifty feet deep. 
There he counted 


sixteen craters each 
with its own 


cone. 
They were most active, emit- 


ting flames and burning gas to a 
great height as we!! as a huge quant- 
ity of lava. Kere there -were continu- 
ous explosions, with a fall of lapilli 
consisting of masses of burning in- 
car.;!t--?cent material, 


At the bottom of the i-ones rivers 


of lava formed which after flowing 
out or the new fissure at its lower 
end split into two currents, the srnl- 
ler traveling northwesterly and the 
other, which was much larger, mov- 
ing towards the north. The smaller 
river did not reach the foot of the 
mountain being held in uninhabited 
territory. 
The large one came down 


in the direction of Linguagiossa 


A scientific expedition composed of 


several geological and astronomy pro- 
fessors led by Sig Barbagallo. who is 
acquainted with the Etna zone, will 
leave tomorrow for the new crater 
zone 'to investigate it thoroughly.

by the comptroller general. Mr. Mc- 
Carl 
indicated 
he would decline to 
approve disbursement vouchers from 
the compensation commission despite 
the ruling of the justice department 
unless the payments were in accord- 
ance with the comptroller general s 
view of the law. Earlier in the day, 
Mrs. 
Bessie P. Brueffgeman, chair- 
man of the commission had announc- 
ed that It would "pay' cases dealing 
with occupational diseases as form- 
erly" Mr. McCarl had held that such 
payments were to be n'lade only in 
cases where injuries were determin- 
ate in point of time, -while the de- 
partment of justice had agreed with 
the commission that such a restric- 
tion was unnecessary.
